Page 6, first full paragraph comprising lines 6-11:

To use, a double-ended needle assembly is threaded into neck 8 by way of its 
base so that one end of the double-ended needle would extend away from holder 2 
while the other end of the double-ended needle extends within holder 2. Blood 
withdrawn from the patient is collected by a vacuum tube inserted to holder 2 at distal 
end 6. See also the prior art holder shown in Fig. 3. 


Page 6, third full paragraph comprising lines 15-21: 


As best shown in Fig. 4, holder 2 of the instant invention device has a sleeve 14
